enterprise which "gave Fort Wayne 
natural gas through a pipe line system 
that, extended to the Indiana gas fields 
fifty miles away. With a multiplicity 
of other business interests,1 Mr. Paul 
has had under consideration for some 
time the matter of. shifting to other 
shoulders the active direction of the 
affairs of the Indiana Lighting com- 
pany in Fort. Wayne, but he did not 
do so.until there had been an adjust- 
ment of the reorganization and fran- 
chise problems, which,hnve.been.met 
and solved within the past year or 
two. 


It was in' 1SSS; wliiie excitement 


over the tremendous natural gas dis- 
coveries in Indiana, was at its height, 
that Mr. Paul and a number of other

company to drill wells and pipe oat- 
ural gas to Fort Wayne from Black- 
ford couuiy, almost fifty miles distant.

The company drilled half a dozen 


wells at Montpelier and for a time 
the six wells gave an abundant sup- 
yly of natural gas for Fort Wayue. 
Then more wells were necessary to 
meet tho demand. Later came the 
beginning of tho decline of natural gas 
and scores of other wells were drilled 
in the years that followed, until with 
something more than 350 wells the 
supply had dwindled so that the com- 
pany was practically out of tho nat- 
ural gas business. 


Get Artificial Property. 


Meanwhile the Salamonle company 


had acquired by purchase tho stock 
of the Fort Way no Gaslight company, 
which supplied artificial gas to Fort 
Wayne, and twelve or fourteen years 
ago the natural and artificial gas In- 
terests were merged In a new. organ- 
ization known as tho Fort Wayno Gas 
company, 
C. F. 
Dieterick, of New 


York, was chosen president, but Mr. 
Paul, aa his assistant, was virtually 
president of the local Interests, and 
lie has been the managing head of tho 
local institution from its organization 
down to tho present 'day. 


Mr. 
Paul 
carried 
tho 
company 


through many tempestuous times fol- 
lowing attending tho failure of the 
natural gas supply and through Its 
negotiations with the city for a fran- 
chise which would permit the uso of 
the old natural gas mains for the 
serving of artificial gas to the people 
of Fort Wayno. He was tho directing 
head of affairs during tho growth of 
tho pipe lines from a mere occasional 
main In the central 
part of Fort 


Wayne to Its present 
maze of pipe 


lines reaching every street in the city, 
residential 
as 
well 
as 
business 


thoroughfares. 
Within tho past year, 


also, has occurred the reorganization 
of the properties into tho Indiana 
Lighting company, and during the pro- 
gross of the matter through the fed- 
oral courts Mr. Paul was in 'charge of 
the operation of the company as re- 
ceiver. This ended hut a few weeks 
ago, and with the1 reorganization com- 
plete Mr. Paul, though remaining" on 
the board of directors and serving, the 
company In an advisory way, ceases to 
be the active manager of the big en- 
terprise.

and eyes at ten cents, and the cost 
of button moulds and their covering, 
which will be about fifty cents. 


It is not necessary to have the skirt 


actually button; in fact, it is quite as 
pretty when kept in place by hooks 
and eyes and the buttons used simply 
as a trimming. 


Besides, It can be more quickly and 


easily made, for considerable 
time 


will be required to work the button- 
holes properly, and, if they are not 
neatly done, the good appearance of 
the skirt will be spoiled.

Beaten to a standstill, with his right arm 
out of commission, and no chance to win. 
he was knocked down three times; for 
tho third just as the gong clanged, his 
body shooting through tlv ropes and out 
among the newspaper men. As he wag 
hauled back Into the ring Captain An- 
derson came through 
the 
ropes, and, 


roughly throwing the boer to the canvas, 
called a halt. 
It was just as well the fight was stop- 


ped, although the roughness of the police 
captain in handling the defeated man 
was entirely unnecessary. 
The Boer 
claims that he injured his right arm as 
early as the third round. Certainly, for 
a number of rounds he had not been using 
that member and toward the close not at 
all. But for all that, even granting that 
10 was crippled beyond hope, Xlnholz 
showed little of the heart that goes to 
make a game tighter.

O'Connor was intoxicated when taken 
to the hospital. A second trial was 
granted and the jrailroad company 
called the samo physician to testify 
to prove that O'Connor had heen drlnlc- 
ng, but the testimony was thrown out 
and O'Conner was given 
a verdict. 


The higher court decided that after a 
physician has been made corapetem 
to testify by the consent oE the plaint 
iff ho is competent ever aftenvard.

Mrs. Astor, Long Queen of 


the Four Hundred Dies 


at Advanced Age. 


New York, Oct. 31.—Mrs. William 


Astor died at 7:30 o'clock last night 
at her home, S42 Fifth avenue. 
Dur- 


ng the day her condition 
became 


jiore critical. Her physicians admin- 
stered 
oxygen 
frequently 
without 


avail. 


At Mrs. Astor's bedside when she 


lied were her daughter, Mrs. 
M. 


Orme Wilson, her three physicians, 
Dr. Austin Flint, jr.. Dr. J. S. Billings, 
jr., and Dr. J. F. Naple, and the nurse 
and her son. Col. John Jiicob Astor. 
His wife had been with Mrs. Astor 
most of the day, but had gone 
to 


school. She sang, played tte piano, j 
painted china, and 
spoke French. 


The latter accomplishment, developed 
and perfected ia her later social ca- 
reer, influencing both sides of the At- 
lantic, remained with her in admira- 
ble perfection to her death. 


When Mrs. Astor, then Miss Scher- 


merhorn, made her debut her father 
gave her a coining out ball, the like 
of which bad not been surpassed in 
that day. There was no lack of dis- 
cord as to social precedence later on 
among the various branches and gen- 
erations of the Astor family. Con- 
sanguinity and affinity 
made strange 


companions and caused singular sev- 
erances. One notable difference was 
with Mrs. William Waldorf Astor, and 
a reminder to this day is the related 
fact of William Waldorf Astor's expa- 
triation and adoption of English citi- 
zenship and afiiltations. 
The expa- 


triate is a cousiu of the late Wi'.iiam 
Astor. 


Entertainment of Prince Louis. 


Among Hie most notable of Mrs. As- 


tor's entertainments in recent years 
was that given !:i honor of Admiral 
Prince Louis, of Hntlenbcrg, on Nov. 
1.7, 1905. to which just seventy-nine 
invitations were issued, thus knifing 
mercilessly the earlier designation of 
the social 400.

Eliot, of Harvard university, in an 
address before the No License league

no ill effects. 
He said he believed 


that no license was the best weapon 
against intemperance, but he had not 
yet been convinced, that the complete 
exclusion, of liquor from a community 
was -desirable. 
Total prohibition, he 


said, seemed to him too great an in- 
terference with personal liberty. 


President- Eliot said his use of in- 


toxicants had been confined to beer 
and wine, for he had always hated dis- 
tilled, litjuora. He' had recently been 
convinced by. the results of the pn>- 
gress of medical .'science through ani- 
mal experimentation.' that even the 
moderate use of alcohol is objection 
able and that the habitual use 
ol 


stimulants is lowering to the- Intel 
lectual and nervous powers. 


President Eliot said he had opposet 


no license in Cambridge when firs 
proposed, but had been convinced tha 
his first impressions of the plan were 
wrong and he was ready to give hi 
full indorsement to the crusade.

A man who gives his

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New York. Oct. 31.—Frederick Ches- 


ter Hewitt, of Owego, N. Y., a unique 
personality revealed to the world for 
the first time through the bequests of 
a will in which he gave millions to 
art, learning, science and iihilan- 
thropy, was probably known to a more 
limited circle than any man of wealth 
who has passed away in many years. 


His benefaction to the Metropolitan 


Museum of Art, which consists of an 
outright gift of ?1,500,000, also makes 
the institution his residuary legatee, 
as has been told in the news ills- 
patches of the Herald. Possibly, with 
the settlement of his great estate, the 
museum may receive in the neighbor- 
hood of $5,000,000, or enough to equal 
the great Rogers fund. 


This, too, from a man whom none of 


the trustees personally knew, and who 
was so retiring in his disposition that 
he did not wish to be presented to 
them. 
One of his friends wished to 


take him to a reception at the mu- 
seum so that he might meet Mr. J. 
Pierpont Morgan, the'president of the 
board, but the future benefactor de- 
clined to go on the ground that he 
might appear as trying to attract un- 
due attention to himself. 


Mr. Hewitt was born in Owego, 


Tioga county, 
sixty-nine years ago. 


. His father, Gurdon Hewitt, was inter- 


ested in timber lands and banking, 
through which he amassed a large 
fortune. The elder Hewitt was a man 
of wide 
culture 
and 
learning and 


found time In his leisure to keep up 
his Interest in many topics that had 
no connection with his business. His 
most intimate friend was George Sid- 
ney Camp, a. brilliant lawyer. He had 
two sons, Gurdon 
Hewitt, Jr., and 


Frederick Chester Hewitt. Next door 
lived Thomas C. Platt, F. c'. Hewitt's 
cousin. 
The political leader and he 


•were playmates as 
boys, 
and > they 


went on many a Jaunt through the 
surrounding country. 


Graduate of Yale at Eighteen. 


Mr. Hewitt was sent to Yale, from 


•which Institution he was graduated at 
the age of eighteen years. Ho was 
one of the youngest 'men' who ever re- 
ceived a degree from the' university 
at New Haven. His interest in his 
alma mater was preserved in his'quiet 
•way all through his life, and frequent- 
ly, he appeared on the campus in com- 
mencement ^week, 
an 
unobtrusive 


"old; grad," whom-none of the young- 
er-generation knew. He was present 
at the fiftieth anniversary of-the grad- 
uation of his class: 


By the/death' of his father Mr. Hew- 


itt is said-to have-inherited the larg- 
est share of th eestate. 
His brother, 


Gurdon, .died a few.years ago and left 
him as much more. 
How much the 


property he held amounts to is not as 
yet known, but he paid taxes on an 
assessment of $4,000,000 for years in 
his home county of Tioga.

As his wealth grew Mr. Hewitt be- 


came more and more Introspective and 
reticent. He was said by some of his 
neighbors in O.wego to be "close," yet 
on the other hand he showed himself 
in many ways to be the soul of gener- 
osity. He had always the fear that 
some one would try to take Advantage 
of him on account of his money, and 
therefore he was constantly on the 
alert to detect any tendency'to get the 
better of him. Once a person had won 
his confidence he was entirely differ- 
ent in his manner.

Collected Ivory Carvings, 


Mr. Hewitt's interest in art as a col- 


lector .dates, back only ten. or .fifteen 
years,. He traveled 'extensively, and 
found1 "first that ivory carvings.'ap- 
pealed to him. His collection'Of them 
was ' remarkably good.' Then he be- 
came a visitor to auction sales of -.art 
objects, where he bought with the 
care of a man who wished to be sure 
that he received the full benefit of his 
money. One thing he could not stand 
was the thought taat1 he had paii 
rcore than a thins was worth. He did

In the twenty-seventh chapter 


twenty-second verse: "What shall 
which is called the Christ ?" 


Nineteen hundred years ago a star poised above a low- 


ly manger in Bethlehem, and above the moonlit hills of 
Judea the angels heralded the beginning of the life of Jesus 
Christ upon this earth, who came to teach us the religion 
of human kindness and brotherly love. 


No matter what he said, no matter what he did, the 


Jews refused to accept Him as the Christ and acknowledge 
Him as their Messiah, and their enmity finally culminated 
in His crucifixion. 
He 'was brought before Pilate (and 


next to Jesus Christ the most important personage that 
appears upon the scene is Pilate), from whose lips fell the 
words I have chosen for my text. "What shall I do then 
with Jesus which is called the Christ ?" 


Pilate was troubled, but he had many things to dis- 


courage him. No man on God's earth ever did or will 
want to do right but that he can find everything to aid him; 
or, if he wants to do wrong he can find everything to dis- 
courage him from doing right. He can find things to help 
him to Heaven or to push him to Hell, and he can submit 
to cither influence, just as he chooses, but nothing stamps 
you so low and so utterly void of manhood as to yield to 
'the powers that hurl you hell-ward and fight against what 
wants to keep you out of Hell. 


The things Pilate had to help him. 
First: He had his wife's dream. The story of Mrs. 


Pilate-is briefly told in the Bible—all that is said about her 
is contained in one verse. We don't know who she was 
before her marriage nor what sort or kind of a woman she 
was either, before her marriage, only as is suggested in 
this incident. It is no real evidence of her womanly qual- 
ities, no indication of her virtue or her womanhood, no in- 
dication of her righteousness or her goodness that God re- 
vealed himself in a dream to her. He also revealed himself 
in a dream to Pharaoh and Nebuchadnezzar, and yet, for 
all you or I know, Mrs. Pliate might have been a very con- 
scientious, reverent, devout woman, continually on the alert 
to save her husband from the difficulties that she knew his 
miserable, pliable, plastic temperament would lead him 
into. It might have been her great love for her husband. 
'I do not know what God revealed to her, but as she slum- 
bered and slept God revealed something to her that trou- 
bled her, and she sent a message to her husband, when 
tyesus stood before him and the Jews were clamouring for 
:His life, and it said, "Have thou nothing to do with that 
just man. If they hate Him, don't you hate Him; if they 
.want to kill Him, don't you consent; don't get mixed up in 
it. I have had a dream and have been troubled, and my 
'dream said you must have nothing to do with this affair; 
have nothing to do with it, Pilate." And he went against 


- his wife's advice. 


Only occasionally do you find a man unfortunate 


enough to be married to a woman that will lead him to 
Hell. 
Mostly it is the woman that is trying to lead the 


man to Heaven, but occasionally you find a man un- 
fortunate enough to be married to some godless, good-for- 
nothing nonentity, religiously, and that is unfortunate. 
If 


he had some other woman for a wife he would probably 
be a better man. 


Second: 
Pilate had the personality of Jesus. 
If I 


were on a jury, I am free to tell you men that the person- 
ality of the prisoner would go a long way with me. If I 
were on a jury and Roosevelt or Bryan was brought before 
. me, I have no hesitancy in saying that the personality of 


those men would have as much weight with me as any- 
thing I .could hear on the witness stand. Never had there 
been brought before Pilate such a magnificent personality. 
'And there he stands, in all his power, conscious of the fact 
that all between God and him was right. What a person- 


• 
ality! Contrast that smooth face, closely shaven head of 
the Roman authority with the Son of God. And that fel- 
low was to pass sentence on Jesus Christ. Think of it! 


Third: He had the miracles of Jesus. I do not know 


that Pilate had ever seen Jesus perform a miracle. 1 do 
not know that he had ever seen a man or woman that had 


. 
been the recipient of the power of Jesus. • But everybody 
was discussing Jesus, and good many were cussing Him, 
and His name was on everybody's lips either in praise or 
baths. Everybody -either loved or hated Him. 
Everybody 


was talking about the innovations he introduced. 
They 


were crazy because he taught doctrines that were not 
palatable for that gang, but certainly Pilate knew that He 
had opened the eyes of the blind, raised the dead, cleansed 
the people of their sins, that He had been multiplying 
loaves and fishes and had spoken to the winds and the 


. 
' waves and they obeyed him. 
Certainly nobody could do 


what Jesus did. Pilate had that to help him. While these 
things pulled to help him do right, other things pulled the 
other way. What were they? 


First: The Jews were at that time under the control 


of the Romans. 
The Romans were severe in their ex- 


actions and demands, and most of the money that support- 
ed .the Roman Government came from taxation of the 
Jews, and Pilate was a triple essence of severity, and be- 
cause of that he had justly incurred the enmity and the 
hatred of the Jews, and the Jews had sent a committee of in- 
fluential men to Rome to intercede with Caesar, to have 
Caesar recall Pilate and give Pilate's job to some other man 
who would treat the Jews with more kindness and consider- 
ation. Pilate knew that the gang that was in, Rome, and the 
mob that controlled the Jews, hated Jesus. Now, he said, 
if I sh'ow. friendship for the one they hate, I will further in- 
cur their enmity, but if I show hatred for Jesus I will 
please that gang and hold my job. And there is many a 
fool like that today. He will slap Jesus Christ in the face 


. just to hold a little, measly political job. He says, "If I 


am too religious so-and-so won't come and buy from me. 
A lot of people in town don't like Mr. Sunday a bit, and 


. 
if I show friendship for him they won't like me, but if I 
get my hammer out and get busy they will be my best 
friends." 
So you knock me because you want their dirty 


money. Well knock, then, and go to the devil! 


. 
. Second: 
What will Caesar say? 
Jesus was an- 


- 
rounced King of th« Jews, and Pilate. iayi to himself, if 
I let him. go ! will aekn*w«Ujje thit I ktiieve his claims 
are just, and when Caesar hears »f it. ftff comes my head. 
I will just think that over. And so, while his wife said, 
"Don't you do it." while he had the personality of Jesus be- 
fore him. while he had the miracles of Jesus before him. 
ill inducing him to accept Jesus, he said, wtial will the 


; 
Jew? say if I accept him? They don't like me and they 
4oo't like him; if I let him go I will show that 1 still don't 


like them but like him, and if I give him to the Jews, it 
will show that I don't like him and still like them3 and they 
will like nn.-, and tliat is the way we will work it. That old 
Roman was no fool. Pilate said, "lie says He is the Son 
of God. If I let him go I acknowledge that I think He is 
the Son of God, and Caesar will hear about it, and if he 
hears I am getting religious I don't know what will hap- 
pen to me.'' So that is the way I'ihiti; figured the thing 
out. 


Never mind what the Tews say; never mind what 


Caesar says; never mind what society says; never niind 
what the politicians say: never mind what the members of 
your lodge say: never mind what the members of the labor 
union say: never mind what the members of that social 
crowd you go with say: never mind what the members of 
the card club say: do what is decent and be a man, and 
don't be a miserable turn-coat. Be a man! I know what 
some of them will say. Some of them will mock you, some 
will laugh at you, some will rail, some sneer. Never mind! 
But I know that down in the heart of hearts, 99 people out 
of 100 will admire you because you had the manhood to 
do it. 


Now hear me again! 
The most good-for-nothing, 


Godforsaken, rapacious, mendacious person on God's dirt, 
in my opinion, is the man that mocks and sneers at some- 
body elsa because he took his stand for Jesus Christ. 
I 


would not insult a pole-cat by comparing it with that per- 
son. Why, a fellow like that ought to be arrested for go- 
ing around disguised as a man. 
I have nothing against 


the mosquito; it's the way it makes its living that I don't 
like. I have nothing against a pole-cat; I don't like the 
stink he leaves, behind him. 


"What shall I do then with Jesus which is called the 


Christ?" Now. 
Pilate had often heard of Jesus and was 


prejudiced against Jesus. 
He was longing for a chance 


to come when he could show that he hated him so that he 
could pass sentence upon him, and I have often seen the 
look of wonderment that crossed his face when they led 
Jesus into his presence. 
Pilate looked up, and just as he 


stood looking at Jesus in dashed a messenger from Mrs. 


Pilate and shoved a note at him, and he read it and it 
said, "Have thou nothing to do with that just man. 
I 


have suffered many things this night in a dream because 
of him. Your wife." He looked at the note and he looke'd 
at Jesus. "Have thou nothing to do with that just man." 
He said, "Say, are you the Son of God?'' and Jesus said, 
"I am." Jesus was either the Son of God or he was a liar. 
He was either the Son of God or he was a bastard, the ille- 
gitimate offspring of a Jewish harlot, for He was born out 
of wedlock; Jesus was either the Son of God or he was 
an impostor. He was conceived of the Holy Ghost, born 
of the Virgin Mary and was the Son of God or he was a 
fraud and a fake. Away with your damnable, good-for- 
nothing doctrine of Unitarianism. It is Hell from begin- 
ning to end*. "What shall I do then with Jesus, which is 
called the Christ." Jesus said, "I am." 
Pilate called for a 


basin of water and he walked out before the Jews, there he 
stood and washed his hands. He said, "I wash my hands 
of his blood. I find no fault in him." If he had washed his 
heart at the same time he would have been a clean man. 


There has come to us from across the seas a book 


bearing the strange title of "Letters from Hell," the intro- 
duction to which was written by George McDonald, and in 
that book Pilate is represented in the lost world, bending 
of his blood. I find no fault in him." If he had washed his 
I think the author must have gotten his wires crossed in 
theology, for a stream of water in Hell is about the limit. 
A stream of water in Hell would bring ten hundred bil- 
lions of dollars. Pilate dips his hands in the basin of water 
and washes them. 
Somebody comes along and asks him 


what he is doing. He says: "1 am trying to wash off the 


. blood of Jesus Christ." He lifts his hands and they are as 


red as the blood of the Son of God can make them. 
He 


cries, "Will they never be clean!" No. It was on you in 
life, it is on you in Hell. Pilate didn't have the courage of 
his convictions. He said, "I find no fault in Him." 
He 


was convinced that Jesus was right, and had he have had 
the manhood to take his stand he might have come into the 
company of those whose names show up bright on the 
pages of history- Better for Pilate if, when he was con- 
vinced that Jesus was the Son of God, he would have 
spread himself on the cross and said. "Nail me there and 
let him go." 
If he had taken off the crown of thorns and 


put it on his own brow and said, "I will drag your cross. 
Jesus," Pilate's name would have rung down through his- 
tory as one of the greatest in the world. Today you men- 
tion 
his name in company with old Judas, because he 


didn't have the courage of his convictions. 


There are multitude? of you who are convinced that it 


is right to be a Christian, but you haven't the courage to 
walk down that aisle and say, "I believe Jesus Christ to be 
tht Son of God." 
You are not man enough to do it. 


And there was Kerod. As soon as Pilate heard that 


Herod was in town he sent Jesus to him. and Herod sent 
him back to Pilate. 
Push Him away and He will come 


back again. 
I can say something here tonight, you will 


pass it over your shoulder to somebody else, and they will 
pass it out to the'back of this tabernacle, but Jesus Christ 
will come back and walk up in from of you again. Pass 


I. 


Him on and He will come back again. 
So Pilate sent 


Jesus to Herod and Herod sent Him back to Pi'.ate. Herod 
was a fellow that wanted to compromise with sin. 
He 


would like to have been a follower of Jesus and live in 
sin, too, but you can't do that. It is unconditional sur- 
render. As Grant said to Lee, unconditional surrender. 
God wants all or He will take none. The Southern Com- 
mission came to Washington to see Abraham Lincoln and 
tell the conditions upon which they would agree to stop 
the war. Each side should determine whether or not they 
wanted slaves, and if by vote the people wanted to keep 
slaves that side should be allowed to keep them, and on the 
condition that the government would agree to that proposi- 
tion they would agree to stop the war within twenty-four 
hours. 
Lincoln listened and said, "Have you anything 


else to present?" 
They -said, "That is all." 
Lincoln 


doubled his fists and said: 
"By the Eternal God, the 


United States Government will take all or she will take 
.none," and they fought her out on that line and they took 
all. 


God says, you lay down every sin or I will have noth- 


ing to do with you. Herod wanted to compromise. 
John 


the Baptist told him he hadn't any right to have his brother 
Phillip's wife. 
He passed his own wife up and took his 


brother's wife and was living with her. Herod went up 
to hear John preach. 
(Most any lobster can get a crowd 


in a town, but when a fellow can get a crowd in the coun- 
try, that's going some.) 
There was John, clothed in 


camel's hair, and yet all the country rushed out to see that 
old wilderness preacher. Old Hercd came up in his chariot 
where he could get a good look at John, and John ripped 
it into him. Shot it square at him and told him as he stood 
there, that he had no right to live with his brother's wife. 
Herod went back to the palace and was worried. He paces 
the palace and says, "Yes, I would like to follow Jesus, and 
I would like to have my brother's, wife, too. 
I can't pass 


her up and I don't like to pass Jesus up. 


There arc a lot of fellows like that. 
You.-would like 


to follow Jesus, but you won't let that man's wife alone. 
God says, "Turn forever from your sin." 
You can't com- 


promise the proposition with God, not at all. "What shall 
I do with Jesus which is called the Christ?" You have to 
do something, either accept or reject Him. 
But some- 


body says, "Oh, I-won't accept Him and I won't reject 
Him." 
But you do. You have to. There is no middle 


ground. Some people think they are not good enough for 
Heaven and not bad enough for Hell, and they try to 
force a moral issue. God doesn't keep a half-way house— 
it is Heaven or Hell for everybody. 


They say that Queen Elizabeth gave to her lover, the 


Earl of Essex, a ring of fabulous price and wonderful 
'beauty. She said to him, "Take this ring as an evidence 
of my esteem for you, and if you ever need a friend, re- 
turn this ring and I will take it as an evidence of your de- 
sire and will grant your request, even to pardoning you 
for treason. Years rolled on, and finally the Earl was ar- 
rested on a trumped up charge of treason, and remember- 
.jng what Her Majesty had said, he pulled the ring off and 
sent it back. One of the Queen's maids-in-waiting, jealous 
of the attention of the Queen to the Earl (and it is said 
she had tried to engage her attentions upon the Earl but 
had failed) and she turned, like the worm, and when the 
ring was given to her to hand to Her Majesty, she with- 
held it. When the Queen heard that the Earl of Essex had 
been arrested on the charge of treason she was troubled;

There is 'one enemy that .holds you back from God and 


You will not give 
up your sin. You will not walk down the aisle. You will 
not give up living a life of compromise. You will not stop 
living a cowardly life. "What shall I do then with Jesus, 
which is called the-Christ?" Not what will Caesar do, nor 
what will my wife do, nor what will the Jews do, but 
"What shall I do with Jesus?" Not the Old or the New 
Testament, not Baptism or Confirmation, but "What shall 
I do with Jesus ?" That's what you are up. against. "What 
shall I do with Jesus?" 
Not society, not politics but 


"What shall I do with Jesus?" 


Now listen! 
Some questions are international; some 


questions concern nations, some states, some municipal- 
ities, some families, but this is personal. "What shall I 
do?" 
Never mind the man beside you. "What shall I do 


with Jesus?" 


Years ago in London, shortly after he moved there 


from Scotland, Thomas Carlyslc attended a famous literary 
gathering, at which was present literary lights of his day, 
and the gathering was being held in the home of a woman 
famed for her wealth and literary attainments. She was 
in conversation with Carjysle and was bemoaning and be- 
wailing the fact that the Jews had rejected Jesus Christ as 


' their Saviour and King, and she ended her tirade by mak- 
ing this appeal to Carlysle: "Mr. Carlysle, if Jesus had 
lived in our day as he did in the days when upon earth, 
how gladly we would have sat at his feet, how gladly we 
would have listened to the Divine precepts as they fell from 
His lips, and how with alacrity we would have performed 
his slightest desire, would we not?" Carlysle snapped out. 
"Ne, Madam, no," said the old cynic. "If Jesus Christ had 
lived in our day as he did when in the days upon earth, 
had he have come wearing clothes of the latest pattern and 
style, spending money like water, preaching 
doctrines 


palatable for the higher social orders, no doubt I would 
have been privileged to receive from you a card upon 
which would have been written the words, "To meet our 
Saviour. Jesus, in my home Thursday evening. 
Tea at 


6:15." "But" he said, "If Jesus Christ had lived in our 
day, Madam, as he did in the days when upon earth, and had 
he driven the scalpel into the rot and the corruption, 
and the hyprocrisy of our day as he did when on earth, no 
doiibt you would have been the first to have railed at him 
and said. "Away with the fanatic to Newgate and hang 
him." 


Don't you imagine for an instant that it was confined 


to the people of the days of Jesus to have enmity and 
hatred enough to kill Jeius. There are people on earth 
that would kill Jcsu* Christ as quickly as the Jews killed 
Him. The same devil inspires you to kill Him. The same 
devil that nailed Him to the cross has kept you out of the 
church until you are gray-headed. 
It's the same devil. 


And yet you arc fool enough to think you arc better than 
they are. and you arc following the same powcf. 


Now. what shall I do then? Listen! Having made 


a. choice between two things, whichever you accept, the ,-* 
other you reject. 
I stand here tonight in the name of 


Tesus Christ. 
Here is Salvation; over here is the devil. 


You say, "I will take Jesus Christ." All right : then reject 
the devil. You can't have sin and salvation too. 
What 


shall I do then, then, then, with Jesus ? What are you go- 
ing to do with the historical Christ? You can no more 
write the history of this world and leave Jesus out of it 
than you can write the history of the United States and 
leave George Washington out of it. Jesus Christ is just 
as much an historical character as George Washington or 
as Julius Caesar. Julius Caesar lived and died forty-two 
years before lesus Christ was born. Alexander the Great 
lived and died 336 years before Jesus was born. 
Plato, 


Aristotle, Cicero, all lived before Jesus Christ was born. 
You will read Caesar's Virgil and never question it. You 
will read where Caesar said. "We came, we saw, we con- 
quered," and never question it. But pick up that Book and 
read where you are going to Hell, and you'll say, "Well, I 
don't know about that." You are a fool, that's all. It's the 
devil that blinds your eyes to the truth. 


Have you ever been to the Central Park, New York? 


Ever seen that great obelisk, brought to this country by W. 
H. Vanderbilt at an expense of over one hundred thousand 
dollars? 
They deciphered those three-cornered heirogly- 


phics, and that monument stood in Egypt when Moses was 
learning all the -wisdom of the Egyptians. Joseph gazed 
upon it. 


' The wall around China was built centuries before 


Jesus Christ was born. Refute everything else, if you want 
to, but what shall we do with the historical Christ? You 
can repudiate his divinity, if you' want to, but you still have 
the warm, glowing character of Jesus. What are you go- 
ing to do with the historical Christ if you don't care any- 
thing about the Son of God? 


A great man said, "When you find a flawless charac- 


ter I will worship him." What about Jesus? Arc all these 
people who arc Christians fools? Are the only wise people 
in the world the ones who haven't any use for God? 
Is 


Roosevelt a fool ? Is William Jennings Bryan a fool ? Was 
Ex-President Grover Cleveland a fool? 
Are all believers 
! 


and worshippers of Christ fools? Was William McKinley 
a fool? An earnest. 'God-fearing, devout follower of Jesus 
Christ? Was he a fool? When the assassin's bullet struck 
our President down in Buffalo, fondly did we hope, most 
reverently did we pray he might be spared ; and when they 
gave him the anesthetic and put him on the table, the doctor 
bent over to catch what might have been his last words, 
and he was muttering the Lord's Prayer, "Our Father who 
art in Heaven," as he fell asleep. The operation was per- 
formed and we were given every hope that he would mend, 
We smiled once more, and the bells rang, and the birds 
sang; and then the news came that he had suffered a re- 
lapse, and the doctor bent bent over to catch what proved 
to be among his last words and he was murmuring "Nearer 
My God to Thee." They led his w:ife to 'his bedside and he 
looked up and said, "Wife, it's God's way ; His will, not 
ours, be done," and the lamp of life flickered and went out. 
Down the 'streets of Buffalo went the funeral procession 
and the tune played by the bands was "Nearer My God to 
Thee."

I" 


stood and watched Senators, Representatives, members of 
the Supreme Court, and along came the finest specimen of 
manhood I ever say. Lieutenant 'General Nelson A. Miles," 
and right by his side General Otis. I looked at them all 
and as each went up the steps I said, "A Christian," "A

and 'I was among the first two hundred to pass the coffin.

How to Make a 


Cup of Coffee 


The secret of good coffee is an Im- 


maculately clean 
coffee pot, fresh 


boiling water and good material. 
It 


is better 10 pay a little more for your 
coffee and use less In quantity than 
would be necessary in the cheaper 
grades. 
The coffee pot 
should be 


thoroughly washed and scalded after 
every meal and coffee never allowed 
to stand in It. If it gets discolored, 
put a little baking soda in it once a 
week or so, fill with cold water and 
let it come to the boiling point. Take 
care that the spout and strainer are 
perfectly cleaned. 
Rinse 
and 
dry 


thoroughly. 
Unlike most 
cooking 


utensils which do better work when 
their newness has worn off a coffee 
pot is better when new, whether 
made of tin, granitsware, nickel or 
aluminum. 
Many good housekeepers 


advocate frequent renewals from the 
ten cent store, discarding the old cof- 
fe<! pots as soon as' they become dis- 
colored and strong. These are better 
in the end than the most expensive 
coffee percolator that is not kept 1m- 
maculate. The time honored rule for 
making coffee is a tablespoonful for 
each person and one for the pot. Put 
tho coffee in tho clean pot, pour In a 
few spoonfuls of cold water to wet ft, 
add a clfan, freshly broken egg shell 
if you have it or a lenspoonful of the 
white of egg, pour on 
the 
boiling 


waier and let it just come to the boll. 
Take away from the fire, give a sec- 
ond shake or stir the grounds down, 
then replace and let it come again 
just to the boil. Do this three times 
in succession, then push back on the 
stove to settle and clear. Some per- 
sons prefer to make the coffee by the 
cold water method. In this case cover 
the coffee with the required amount 
of cold water, allow it to reach the 
boiling point, then proceed as before. 
The coffee must not • bo allowed to 
roil hard, but merely reach the boiling 
point each' time.

FATTENED ON ALFALFA AND CORN 


. Lean bacon contains" as much pro- 
tein and about twice as much digest- 
ible fat as other meats, making It at 
the same time, and even at a higher 
price per pound, a cheaper food than 
other meats. 
Bacon fat is easily di- 


gested and when combined with other 
foods it appears to exert a favorable 
mechanical action upon the digestion. 


Many who are fond of bacon hesi- 


tate to eat it since they believe that 
being very rich in fat is is a frequent 
cause of indigestion.. In the majority 
of cases such digestive disturbances 
are not due to the fatty nature of the 
food, but to the fact that the bacon 
was overcooked, or, rather, cooked at 
too high a temperature. 


It is not surprising that this should 


be the cage when it is remembered that 
fat heated to-a high temperature is de- 
composed and 
one of the products 


given off is acrolein. an 
unpleasant 


smelling compound which attacks the 
eyes, makes them smart and irritates 
all muRous surfaces. This compound is 
plainly noticeable in the acrid fumes 
of burning or scorching fat. 


When bacon fat is heated to 350 de- 


grees Fahrenheit this chemical change 
is brought about to a greater or less 
extent. Very often bacon is hurriedly 
cooked in a very hot frying pan-over 
a. bright fire and more or less scorched 
fat is SJi inevitable result.

Assuming that living tuber- 
culous milch cows are annually depre- 
ciated to the extent of one-tenth of 
what the loss would be if they were 
slaughtered, other cattle one-third and 
hogs one-half, the total annual depre- 
ciation amounts to $S,0.i(j,213. 


Tho annual loss from' decrease In 


milk production is estimated at $1,150,- 
000, and there also is some loss from 
impairment of breeding qualities, etc. 
Taking all these items into account, the 
aggregate annual loss because of tu- 
berculosis among farm animals in the 
United States is estimated at not less 
than $14,000,000. 


Such heavy financial losses make the 


eradication of tuberculosis from farm 
animals very desirable purely as an 
economic matter. 
As the disease is 


found principally among 
cattle 
and 


hogs, and as most of the infection in 
hogs is derived from cattle, the main 
effort should be directed against tha 
disease in cattle. Among the measures 
proposed are the following: Live stock 
owners should be educated by means 
of official publications, the agricultural 
and general press, lectures at farmers' 
institutes, etc. 


Public authorities should make 


tematic effort to determine to what ex-, 
lent and in what localities the disease 
p.xists. and should apply the tubercu- 
lin test generally and systematically U 
cattle in sections where this seems de- 
sirable.
